Chicago • Delegates. 


Thi- pelection of delegates to the ptate 


convention is a matter that has con- 
cerned the etate central committee for 
•ome years. Before the city became so 
large as it now is the de egates from 
Cook Bounty were selected by small 
political divisions conforming in num- 
ber of delegates with the number from 
the average county outside of Cook. 
These delegates were telected m these 
political divisions by convections held 
within them the same as delegates are 
selettefi in counties outside of Cook. 
The peculiarity of the politics of Co^k 
county and its 
perplexities 
which 


increased 
with 
tho 
growth 
of 


the city, made tho selection of delegates 
in a grand central convention almost 
imperative. Two years ago the state 
central committee provided for the elec- 
tion i f delegates to the state convention 
by wards and commissionere' districts, 
in the county convention. 
There was 


objection to this plan from some cjuar 
ters on the ground that by this rule the 
county eonvention would have the right 
to instruct the delegates so selected for 
the state convention. The intention of 
the rule was not to confer such powei 
upon the county convention 
Otherwise 


there would ho necefcsity of culling Cook 
couMy by waids and districts in tkx 
state convention. 
If the county con 


ventirn I'iul the power to instruct then 
that county had as well bo called as 
other counties, as a whole, in thf stati 
convention, under suck eonditions to 
call its delegation by these minor polit 
ical divisions would be a mere farce. 


The rame rule was adopted this year 


by the state central committee, and be 
fore it was adopted Dr. T. X. Jamieson 
of Chicago, chairman of the etate com 
mittee, was called upon to interpret the 
rule, or rather explain in full its opera 
tion in Cook county. His explanation 
was that the wards and districts would 
elect delegates to the county convention 
and, at an order, fixed for that purpose 
each ward and precinct delegation would 
select and hand in a list of delegates to 
the rtate convention, and if any ward or 
precinct 
delegation 
is in favor of 


any particular candidate for a state 
office they would be at liberty to vote 
for that candidate in tho state conven- 
tion; that 
tbo 
county 
convention 


would not assume the power to in- 
trust the delegation to vote for any per- 
son it did not favor. 


This was satisfactory and if carried 


out there can be no complaint that every 
candidate for a state office has not an 
•qual show to secure delegates favorable 
to him to the state convention. 
If he 


does not secure them under this rule it 
will be because tho people of the ward 
or pr?cinct are not for him.

DIVERSIFIED KAKMI.NO. 


The above was the subject discussed 


by Hon. Charles F. Mills, of Springfield, 
secretary of the Illinois State Farmers' 
Institute. He said in part: 


The importance of a general discus- 


sion of the beat plan for u more diverm 
bed system of farming for Central Ilh 
nois will not be questioned by the pro- 
gressive farmers in uUenddiico at this 
meeting. 


The low price of farm crops, the in- 


creasing competition from the farmers 
cultivating the low-priced lands in the 
north, went and south, make the study 
of diversified farming an imperative 
duty for every owner of land in Illi- 
nois. 


The first duty that every 
farmer 


owes to his land is that of sustaining 
the fertility of the soil and by every 
reasonable expenditure of tune 
and 


money improving its productive capac- 
ity. 


The value of clover as a fertilizer can 


not be overestimated, acd much time 
should be given at each farmers' insti- 
tute to the discussion of the importance 
of thogeoeial adoption of a system of 
diversified farming that will make the 
growing of clover the foundation, the 
walls and the roof of the structure of 
our future operation. 


Not the least of the important duties 


that each farmer owes to himself and 
bis family is to make each acre produce 
as lar&e revenue as possible without 
robbing the soil of its fertility. 


It is generally conceded thut the fer- 


tility of the soil can best be sustained 
by an intelligent system of rotation of 
crops. The great majority of the farm- 
ers of central Illinois have obtained the 
beat results by a rotation of corn, oats 
and clover, the clover to be followed by 
other grasses as may be needed for |,as 
ture and meadowt. The ordei of crop- 
ping suggested inturoB the best mechan- 
ical condition of the soil, giving an 
abundance of plant food to succeeding 
crops and affords opportunity for thor- 
ough cultivation so essential to the 
destruction of weeds and noxious plants. 


The injury to crops from insects h.'s 


entailed annual losses of such magni- 
tude that, the farmers of Illinois must 
find relief in the adoption of a f ystern of 
cropping that will reduce to a minimum 
the devastation of the growing crops 
by the chinch bugs, and other enemies 
of our staple production. 


In the course of his remarks Mr. Mills 


said that if a farmer would make a care- 
ful calculation he would find that he 
sustained an immense loss every year by 
weeds. They take the fertility fiom the 
soil. The same thing was said in regard 
to insects. Farmers must learn to grow 
crops so as not to propagate insects.

A friend of mine, K. C. Hugler. of Lu- 


Salle. owner of the big zinc works and a 
man whenever does anything now but 
experiment, decided to go in with me lu 
making experiments in raising clover. 
Wo got about '2,000 acres of land that 
had been cropped to death. For twenty 
years corn had been raised on it, until U 
was almost entirely unproductive. We 
put in tile and in the year 18SG began 
making experiments. 


On forty acres we planted clover and 


on another forty adjoining planted oats 
That full we harvested an immense crop 
of clover. We got four tons of cuicd 
hay to the acre. It was so thick thai it 
would hardly full over when cut. We 
were feeding a great many cattle that full 
and had an abundance of manure. It 
was the best manure that could be hud. 
On the forty acres in oats we put thirtv 
loads of manure to the acre. I have 
learned since that this was just twice ao 
n.uch as was necessary, that it would 
have done juet as well as mily 
fifteen 


In the fall we plowed up the eight\ 
acres and next spring planted it in corn 
During the summer 
we had to go 


through the oats land and pull we"di- 
and grass out of the hills. The manure 
had carried m seeds of weeds, so wn had 
a great deal of work to get the ground 
clear. I was determined that the grouno 
in both pieces should be ubsoluk'h 
clean. There were no weeJs on the 
clover ground. Tho corn on the 
uiitH 


ground grew to an immense height. 
The ears were up as high as my head 
and were big ones. The corn on tin- 
other ground grew just a good average 
height.

What stock a farmer has should be the 
beet. 


Have the best poultry and the best 


methods of raising it. Then there will 
be a demand for your poultry all the 
year round. The value of the poultry 
product of this country exceeds that of 
cattle. Look up the census ana you 
will see that this U so. hvery farmer 
has some poultry. 
He ought" to have 


more and better poultry. 


Farmers should make the best of 


their occupation. It is one of the most 
important in the country. 
When crops 


fail, business men suffer. 
Be progress- 


ive. 


Make this institute the best that is 


held. Make it interesting to your wives 
at<d boya. Have an exhibit of your pro- 
ducts. Set aside one session for the 
ladies. They have an important part in 
your work. Give at least ono session to 
educational matters. Get your boys and 
girls into it with the county superin- 
tendent and teachers. 


In Bond county there wore barely 125 


people at the first institute. Good men 
took hold of it. Now' they have an ex- 
hibit in connection that is equal to any 
of our county fairs. They cannot find a 
hall to hold it, and have it in a grove. 
Three thousand attended last fall. One 
man said that institute had been worth 
half a million dollars to that county. 
They talk of fruit growing and roads, 
and other subjects of benefit to them- 
selves.

ON FERTILIZERS. 


Prof. Joseph Curtor, superintendent of 


the Danville schools, led in the diseas- 


ducvd C!> bushels to the acre. 
Th 


clover land produced 70 bushels to the 
acre. Some of you may f>ay that is not 
much and talk and talk about 100 
bushels of corn to the acre, but did j ou 
ever put any of that 100 bushel corn on 
the scales? There is nothing like a fiirm 
scale to take the conceit out of the man 
who raiFes those big crops of corn. 
There is anothing thing, however, the 
average \ield of corn that year was 40 
buxhels to the acre, so tbat we did 
almoHt twice as well as anyone olte in 
that neighborhood and this clover land 
did as well as the land which we hud 
manured as heavily as we could. 


We farmed with clover !mid for throe 


years afterwards and did not buve u 
weed in it. 
The 
thick 
cover had 


smothered out every weed that had come, 
up, 


After that wo tried every experiment 


that we could think of «,o fertilize the 
land. Wo bought the best commercial 
fertilizers. Wo got dried blood from the 
stock yards, got nitrates from tho east 
and the end of it was just this, that we 
could never find anything the equal of 
good clover sod for raising corn. 
We 


proved conclusively that 
the clover 


leaved in the ground just the thing that 
the corn plants want and all that it can 
take. 


Now we come to the question why this 


iseo. But in the first place, let me tell 
you. thut jou can spend 10 cents for 
postal curds and get more knowledge 
than I could give you if I talked for a 
week. Send to your congressman and 
aok;him to have the department nf 
agriculture send 
you the bulletins 


of some of the experiment stations 
Here are some of the books you should 
have: 
"Nutritive 
Value of Straw," 


"Feeding Farm Animals," and "Legu- 
minous Plants." Another is "Bulletin 
Number 15" (1894) of the department of 
of agriculture. 
The government sends 
these out free, and it makes them for 
the farmers. 


You see this piece of clover. All of its 


fine roots extend down into the soil. It 
has been found tbat a too and one half 
of dry roots are left in every acre of soil. 
Some of these roots go five or six feet 
deep. * * It has been proven abso- 
lutely that the clover takes the nitrogen 
from the air. * * Some might ask if 
there is any danger of the nitrogen be- 
ing exhausted from the air. There 
are twelve pounds of nitrogen over every 
inch of land. This makes 78,275,000 
pounds of nitrogen over every acre. As 
nitrogen has a fixed value in fertilizers, 
you can see that you have 111,290,000 
worth of nitrogen on every acre. There 
is nitrogen enough over two acres of 
land to bring the whole state back to its 
first condition. 


Besides its value as a fectilizcr tho 


clover is one of the best things to raise 
on a farm. A ton of good clover bay is 
worth two and one-half times as a ton of 
tinotby bay. What some of you may 
mj, U Anything better than good tim 
ottjr tajr for horses? But I can tell you 
that ttme is hardly anything that is 
won*. We raised horses for several 
you* on our farm and we had as tnany 
as forty colts every year. I found that 
kavpteff them on timothy gave them 
tha hMVWh When we fed prairie hay, 
we a*v«r kwrd of a "heavy" horse. In-

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—Local capitalists,

taken an enthusiastic interest in the 
preliminary work for holding a gener- 
al exposition of southern products and 
resources in Chicago during next Sep- 
tember aud October, The preliminary 
committee on organization, which has 
just been formed, is headed by Wil- 
liam A. Giles, a public-spirited capital- 
ist, and associated v> ith him are eight 
prominent 
citizens, including Col.

Turner, commander of 


the first regiment Illinois national 
guard,

Atlanta exposition. This committee 
of the Chicago-Southern States exposi- 
tion Co. will assist Mayor S\vift in the 
work of bringing delegations from the 
south and getting similar delegations 
from Illinois to meet together in Chi- 
cago, February 19; also, to obtain full 
information regarding the exposition 
building, its rental, the cost of con- 
ducting the exposition from now to its 
opening and from its opening to the 
close, and other information for the 
benefit of the delegate convention. 


Mayor Swift, upon his return from 


Florida, will send official requests to 
the mayors of the principal cities in 1.1 
southern states, asking them to for- 
ward to the governors of the respec- 
tive states requests for the appoint- 
ment of five comissioners from each 
state as delegates to the Chicago meet- 
ing. 
IVition.s signed by the citii-ens 


of these M cities to the same effect will 
accompany the letters of the mayors 
to the governors 
It is propjsed to 


have the some number of delegates to 
represent Chicago. 


At this meeting steps will betaken 


to incorporate the exposition company 
and the necessary stock will he sub- 
scribed for. It has been estimated by 
Malcolm McNeil, secretary of the Chi- 
cago and Southern States association 
and secretary of the preliminary com- 
mission, that less than $100,000 will be 
needed for the exposition and that a 
handsome surplus will remain iu the. 
treasury after all expenses are paid. 


There will be no dividends, how- 


ever, the decision having been reached 
to give to charity any surplus of re- 
ceipts over expenditures, including the 
repayment of the money subscribed. 


Chicago citizens will take half the 


stock and the remainder will be sub- 
scribed for by the 13 states participa- 
ting in the exposition, or as many 
states as join hands. 
Chicago will 


bear the expense of a preliminary 
character and pay for the building, 
etc., while the southerners will be ex- 
pected to pay for transportation, in- 
stallation and care of exhibits. 
It is 


proposed to present all the non-perish- 
able exhibits at the close of the expo- 
sition to the Field Columbian museum 
as the gift of the various states to 
Chicago. 


The plan proposed is that the presi- 


dent, vice-president and general man- 
ager, assistant manager and secre- 
tary of the exposition shall be Chicago 
men, as the southern promoters of the 
project so desire, and that the direc- 
tory be composed of one from each of 
the southern states represented, with 
the same number from Illinois. 


It is also expected that each south- 


ern state will be represented by a vice- 
president of the company, who will be 
chairmen of the state commissions.

The Agricultural Appropriation BUI Com- 


pleted In Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. HO.—The house 


committee on agriculture has com- 
pleted the agricultural appropriation 
bill for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1SUT.

MUNICIPAL AFFAiaS. 


How They Are Conducted In the 


City of Berlin. 


Corruption Is Unknown Among the Mem- 


ben of the City Council—Some of the 


Paternal Functions of the 


"Magistral." 


Special Berlin (Germany) Letter 


From more than one point of view 


summary review of municipal condi- 
tions in Berlin (with occasional refer- 
ences to other German cities) will be of 
interest and profit to American readers, 
especially so if the conclusions to be 
diawn from such statement of facts be 
made. The subject of municipal reform 
is justly held to be one of vital impor- 
tance, and of timely interest through- 
out the United States, and it is certain 
that such reform can only be success-

fully inaugurated after the conviction 
has taken deep root in the American 
mind that it is necessary and that in 
many respects loading' European cities 
may teach us things worth )<novv- 
inp, 
and 
worth 
imitating'. Ber- 


lin, now, of all capitals of the world, 
is most adapted for such an object les- 
son, since Berlin's growth and ri^e from 
a comparatively unimportant provincial 
town to one of tiic most beautiful, flour- 
ishincr<tnd largest metropolitan munici- 
palities is of recent date. It is a matter 
of just 30 years, for not until 1S05 did 
lierliu begin to develop into what she 
is to-day. In the series of articles of 
which this is the initial one my en- 
deavor willbetopointout the salientfea- 
tures to VA hich Berlin's prosper!ty is due 
and here and there call attention to 
dif- 


ferences with American cities and their 


curred. Beeide* thie fund, however, 
the municipal government bus also full 
charge of the comprehensive system of 
aiding the poor, the unemployed, the 
sick in want, etc., assisted and cooper- 
ted with in this herculean task by a 
large body of volunteers of good social 
and financial standing, who discharge 
their onerous task—for which purpose 
the city is divided into several hun- 
dreds of "poor districts"—purely for 
the honor it brings. The city has an 
accumulated municipal fortune amount- 
ing this year to 543,3;)9,48G marks ($135.- 
000,000), of which 3Sfi,C45,52G marks is 
in real estate. The total debt of the city 
amounts to 238,803.031 marks ($71,000,- 
000), 
having decreased last year by 3,- 


1G1,6D3 marks. The last municipal bud- 
get (to be raised, however, but partly 
by taxes; i», in round figures, 85,000,000 
marks. Of this sura 16,585,000 marks is 
being expended for the erection of new- 
buildings and the care of old ones; 
15,000,000 for schools; 9,685,000 for in- 
terest on the city debt; 9,573,000 for as- 
sistance to the poor; 7,840,000 for ad- 
ministrative purposes; 5,300,000 for hos- 
pitals, etc.; 5,456,000 for the police ai.d 
fire departments; 3,401,000 for sewers, 
etc., and 2,418,000 for street cleaning 
and sprinkling.

418,000 marks ($000,000) the streets of 
Berlin are kept cleaner and cooler than 
those of any other large city in the 
world. 


It is true that the municipal terri- 


tory of Berlin is much smaller—being 
only 25 square miles—than that of Chi- 
cago or other large American cities, 
find that the streets nre mngnifiee'ntly 
paved, %hus rendering their 
regular 


.•leaning much more easy. But even in 
Paris, where conditions in this latter 
respect are similar, the city has to 
spend a much larger sum—even rela- 
tively considered—for a like service. 


The municipal administrationof Ber- 


lin is carried on from the rathliaus—or 
city hall—in the heart of the old town. 
There are the central bureaus of all 
the departments, with the exception of 
the police and fire departments (which 
latter, while the city bears the cost of 
their maintenance, arc under the orders 
of the royal government, which latter 
has, too, the right of appointment and 
of discipline), nnd among these bureaus 
dre some of which American cities 
Icnow nothing. For instance, there is 
a central bureau for the control of do- 
ineslic service, including the martage- 
nent of a fund from which annually

(iencrally -speaking, the influence- of 


the municipality and its government 
s in Germany a far more positive fac- 
tor in the life of the family or of the 
individual than is the ease in America. 
31 is the buninc3s of the municipality 
to promote in every possible way its 
own welfare and the welfare of its cit- 
izens. It holds itself respons:ble for 
the education of nil; for the provision 
of amusement and the mepns of recrea- 
tion; for the health of families; for 
the promotion of individual thrift; for 
protection -fiom various misfortunes; 
For the development of advantages and 
pportunitU's, in order to promote the 


industrial and commercial well-being; 
ind, incidentally, for the supply of com- 
mon services and the introduction of 
conveniences. To accomplish all this, 
of coin M-, a well-adjusted .and yet Com- 
dex machinery is required; an enlight- 
ened, unselfish and public-spirited di- 
•ectinp- body and a large corps of well- 
:rained, intelligent and honest officials. 
The confidence must be there on the 
part of the citizens that the municipal 
government means the welfare of all 
ind distributes justly and evenly the 
Burdens and the advantages among the 
total population. This confidence i4 
here, and it is but rarely misplaced. 
Diiihonesty, favoritism or 
incompe- 


tericy are, practically, unknown fac- 
ors in Berlin (and as a whole, in Ger- 
man) municipal government. That is 
one vitai difference when compared 
vith American municipal government. 
A striking proof of this well-placed con- 
idence is found in the following: 


In 1S!)5 the charitable fund of the 


city of Ilerlin amounted to Xi.fl97.7G7 
.narks ($^.400.0(10),. having increased 
since is»4 by 5,442.090 marks. This fund 
represents charitable bequests from 
over 1,000 eiti/ens. some of these be- 
jucsts dating back 100 years and over, 
ilthough the bulk ?« of recent date. 
The municipal government disburses 
the interest and other cmoh'inents is- 
suinrr from this fund in the exact spirit 
ind with the identical intention of the 
ivers, no case of malversation or mis- 


application of the furJ having ever oc- 


premiums are paid to and honors con- 
ferred on servants who have proven 
themselves particularly efficient, faith- 
ful or M-lf-satriflciiig. The 
divorce- 


ment of the police and lire departments 
from city politics, to which brief ref- 
erence was made above, is another 
striking difference between American 
and (ierman city 
governments. Its 


effects are, on the whole, most salutary 
and beneficial. 


The city government of Berlin in its 


totality 
Is termed "dor Magistral," 


and for the sake of convenience 1 may 
be allowed to retain that appellation. 
It consists of two bodies,—the "magis- 
tral" proper, with the "oberbur^er- 
ineister" or chief mayor at its head, and 
.'1C inemberK, viz.: two ""jndiei," tvvo 
school rounselors, two advising archi- 
tects, 13 salaried and 17 unsalaried 
members. 
The, other body, larger, 


more popular and more democratic, 
is 
the 
"Stadtverordseten-Vcrsomm- 


lung," or chamber of municipal dele- 
gates, which has a president and 122 
members, all of whom sacrifice their 
tir>e and efforts to the city, without re- 
ceiving any pay or other emoluments 
whatever, serving (their regular term 
of office being six years, nnd reelection 
wherever the constituents are satisfied, 
is nearly always their portion, after 
three or four terms), merely out of pub- 
lic spirit, to gratify political or muni- 
cipal ambition, er for similar laudable 
purposes. Desidesthese more represen- 
tative bodies there are aeth-ely engaged 
forthegoodof the city some 50 "mixed" 
(i. e., nvide up of a few members of the 
"magistral" and of private citizens im- 
bued with public spirit) deputations 
or committees, having altogether a 
membership of 550, likewise serving 
without pay. These "mixed deputa- 
tions" assist in a great many ways in 
the management of the many depart- 
ments, nearly, every member being an 
expert in his field. And then there are 
a large number of sub-commissioners, 
who control the eare and management 
of the poor, orphans, etc. So that al- 
together there is a body of several thoti1- 
sand of citizens, all of them being men 
of good repute and having- the best in- 
terests of the commonwealth at heart, 
serving the city for unselfish reasons 
and forming a sort of elite corps, 
watching, in every quarter of the town, 
among rich and poor alike, over the wei- 
fare of the whole.

There was an increased attendance at 


the meeting of the institute this morn- 
ng.

'Destructive Insects" was the first 


subject on the program and was opened 
by E. A. Gaetman. He displayed a 
a number of charts showing the evolu- 
tion of destructive insects, and referred 
to them often during the course of his 
address. 


Before Mr. Gastman entered upon his 


address a motion was made that the 
chair appoint committees on resolutions 
and on the selection of officers. 
The 


motion prevailed. 


Mr. Gaetman said: I am going to talk 


about injurious insects. It should not 
be characterized as a lecture, but I want 
you at any time during the talk to feel 
tree to ask any question which may 
occur to you. I may cot be able to an 
swer them, but that will do no harm. 
Next year you should secure Professor 
Forbes, who has a world-wide reputa- 
tion. To get him you must begin in 
time, for he is a very busy man. ilero 
is a chart on the honey bee. I could 
talk to jou an hour about bees. I think 
I know something about it. It is not a 
destructive insect, but other insects are 
injurious to the honey bee. Little in 
sects: It is the little insignificant insecl 
that does the greatest injury to trees 
and crops. Here is a chart showing the 
development of that destructive insect 
the Colorado beetle. There is a univer 
sal prevalence in this country of annoy- 
ing and destructive insects.

The latter never flies at mghl 
the moth does. Hero is a caterpillar 
all moths and butterflies come from the 
caterpillar.

When the caterpillar is full grown he 
spins the webb or coccoon which en 
shrouds him. In the silk worm thia 
cocoon is used for silk, but this process 
is peculiar to all caterpillars.

I can present you a picture of bugs 
You call everything bugs, but all the in 
sects we call bugs are not bugs. By the 
way, 
I heard some man speak of fai: 


plowing yesterday in respect to its effect 
on cut worms and chinch bug. Do you 
know where the next crop of chinch 
bugs will come from? Let mo tell you 
that the female chinch bugs that will 
furnish next year's crop are now alive 
and are hid away 
in the 
timber 


under brush, chips, and under fences 
and under similar protection. 
In the 


spring these maternal bugs will deposit 
its eggs, each one laying about 200 egge. 
That is where the crop cojies from. 
Cold rains in the spring kills them. You 
ought to burn all rubbish and stubble 
on your farm. In this way you will de- 
stroy many of these bugs or their pro- 
genitors. One chinch bug lays 200 eggs, 
then 200 chinch bugs lay each 200, so 
you see how these multiply to nn extent 
beyond your capacity to think. 
This 


calls to mind tho destruction of birds. 
Protect the birds. Put up notices on 
every rod of your fence and enforce the 
law against killing birds. 
Don't kill 


the owls or the hawt, save even the crow 
and the English sparrows with all their 
faults. 


Here is a picture of the cabbage but- 


terfly. It came to this country about 


20 years ago. It is the most destructive 


>f all moths. The male has one spot on 
each wing. The female has two spots; 
BO you can easily tell these*. They are 
hard to destroy. There ia a powder 
called pyrethrin that when sprinkled 
will kill thorn and is not injurious to the 
cabbages. 
. 


Here is the little potato beetle, who is 


produced just as other insects are. You 
mow all about him. The best w»y to 
get rid of him is probably by paris green, 
one part to 20 parts flour,sprinkled onthe 
vines. 1 can see no dange-- in using 
this remedy, unless it is done very reck 
essly. The potato bug has spread from 
tho west to the east, while the cabbage 
moth traveled from east to west. The 
mother potato bug is now down deep in 
the ground. 


Here is the white grub in.three stages. 


You call him the "Juno bug." He is 
the follow who destroys yoar" pantures 
and your strawberries when he is in the 
grub state. The mature bug is around 
Ibout three weeks and is gone. 
The 


eggs have been laid and they have died 
Save the birds and toads; they will eat 
many of them. Starve him by turniug 
under the grass roots he feeds on.
